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INTRODUCTION 


The  Third  Bulletin  of  the  North  Carolina  morbidity  statistics , 
covering  the  calendar  year  1934?  has  tabulations  similar  to  those  found 
in  previous  reports . In  addition  to  this  ? it  contains  one  table  show- 
ing the  age  incidence  of  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  for  the  years 
1924  to  1928  inclusive.  This  table  brings  to  date  the  tabulation  of  all 
the  available  data  on  the  reportable  diseases  for  the  years  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  the  First  Morbidity  Bulletin  in  1932. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  tabulation  showing  incidence  of 
measles.  There  were  55 s7&4  cases  of  measles  reported  to  this  office  in 
1934,  this  being  the  greatest  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  reported 
since  1928.  The  seasonal  prevalence  and  age  incidences  as  shown  by 
tables  heroin?  should  be  of  interest. 

Cases  of  typhoid  fever  reportod  to  this  office  were  less  for 
1934  than  for  any  year  since  records  have  been  kept.  This  is  indeed  en- 
couraging. The  age  incidence  in  typhoid  fever  roaches  its  peak  either 
in  the  age  group  ten  to  fourteen  years  or  in  the  ago  group  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years?  there  being  very  little  difference  between  the  two. 

The  morbidity  rate  for  this  disease  is  higher  in  the  male  than  in  the 
female?  as  is  shown  by  the  sex  incidence  table. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  in  1934  than  in 
1933?  but  the  number  is  still  not  as  low  as  in  1932.  The  peak  of  in- 
cidence still  remains  in  the  preschool  group.  This  should  clearly  in- 
dicat e the  problem  of  diphtheria  controls 

Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever?  for  1934  as  compared  with  1933s 
has  not  shown  any  marked  increase  in  reported  cases.  It  is  to  be  ex- 
posted  that  as  the  disease  bocomes  better  known  in  the  State  diagnosis 
will  become  e&sier  and?  as  a consequence?  reporting  will  become  better o 

It  is  hoped  that  this  Bulletin  and  future  Bulletins  will  servo 
as  a basis  of  comparison  for  one  year  with  another  year  or  one  group  of 
years  with  another  group  of  years?  with  respect  to  the  various  tabula- 
tions of  ago?  sex  and  raco  incidence.  Time  alone  will  prove  the  ultimate 
value  of  statistics  of  this  sort.  As  yet?  compiled  data  of  this  kind  is 
too  meager  to  bo  of  its  greatest  value.
